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Yesterday's debate in the Union on whether or not Latin 
should be maintained as a necessary requisite for matricu- 
lation to tlie McGill Arts Course suggests a problem of 
ever-growing importance to present-day educationalists. The 
opponents of classics rb a part of a liberal edjication have 
been attempting to relegate their pet "hug-bear;' to the 
back-Kroiiiul for upwards of twenty-five years. With what 
success ? Fortunately we can answer that the movement to 
date has bornd practically no permanent fruits and its 
promises for the future are very slim. 

• • • • • 

That the utilitarian school of educationalists should gain 
ground in a field of modern commercialism such as the 
Middle Western States is not at all surprising. But even 
here the movement Is already being checkmated by a reac- 
tion of a "nôo-classicism" which is sweeping over American 
colleges today. I'rincipnl .Tordiin of Lolnnd Stanford has 
recently made some momentous statcnieuls couccrniUK the 
significance of this revival of interest in the classics. That 
the leading educational authorities have become thoroughly 
convinced by costly experience that the study of classics 
cnnno* he cut out of the curricula of secondary schools or 
universities without great -loss to the individtiul student is 
a statement which bus ample testimony on which to stand. 
The mental discipline, the broadened conception, the enlarg- 
ed vocabulary, the Insight into the genius of distinct civili- 
zations— ,ili these are but part of the inestimable assets 
which accrue to the careful studsnt froin a knowledge of 
the Classics. ' • ' 

• • * • • 

But the new classical revival is seeking new methods to 
attain its ends. The^ old-fashioned "hum-drum" system of 
teaching classics is now almost a matter of history. A 
cob-webby disheartening system is giving pla-e to an ap- 
preciative study of Ancient literature end Ancient civilisa- 
tion. Prom being a weary, oven loathsome task, it is now 
becoming a positive pleasure, and every term reveals in- 
creased numbers of students following classical lines. 
* * * * • 

McGill 1ms never been at all aflected by the utilitarian 
^ movement, and she has benefited accordingly. We can feel 
no small dcfjree of pride in the fact that classics hold a 
very liis'h place in the matriculiitioii rc.iuirenients as well as 
in the regular curriculum. It is to be sincerely hoped that 
great care will be taken to ensure an appreciative and com- 
prchenelve presentation rather than an analytic and mathe- 
matical presentation. To iiopularizo the classics you must 
present thorn "aiMU'cclatlvoly;" no other method can possi- 
bly succeed.

CEASELESS KNDKAVOR NliC- 
ESSARY— ADVICE ON WHIT- 
ING FROM MAGAZINE MAN. 

The following interview was given 
to n repr<'sen ative i^f ihe Yak News 
by .Inlm Adams Thayer, President ol 
tlu' l liayer rublisbing Company, and 
formerly owner and editor of Kvpry- 
brfdy's. Mr. Thayer is the lending 
magazine man of tins co'.:ntiy in 
point of wido pxi;i>rii ncc. 'I'liere is no 
departiiuMit of a magazine whicn he 
has not headed from Ipiminess manag- 
er and managing editor of the tîeorgo 
W. Curtis publications to editor of 
Everybody's. It was he who nended ' 
the crusade ngaiilst framhileiit ad- 
vertising, wliich swept eveiy repm- 
able pei-iinlical in tlu> country, an.l is 
also noted for securing the greatest 
"scoop" in mnga/.ine history — ' 
Thomas W. Lawson's "Frenzied Fi- 
nance." 

Mr. Thayer said:— "When a man ' 
starts and makes a habit of work- 
ing unliiniti'd hours a day, usiiit; 
every pound of pressure and energy, 
developing every atom of originality 
and initiative, I do not think it par- 
ticularly lucky if he arrives some- 
where at the end of fijity odd ye.iis. 
I mention originality, for very f:'w 
men of ideas get i iiywheie In this 
world unless they harness their 
power to originality. It- Is always 
well for young men to know that 
rapid promotion is a handicap to 
tùeir usefulness— and no man, I do 
not care who he is or what his work, 
can alIoi\i to allow himself to accept 
a salary bigger than he is— thi' mo- 
ment he does, he is at a serious dis- 
advantaee— and to men further, who 
enter a certain corporation, De It 
literary or financial, l would say 
that unless he is a vital part of that 
corporation, continued service unfits 
him to do battle elsewhere. Men, 
who are not slaves, make of their 
lives what thîy will. As a young 
man I was warned that "a rolling 
Btone gathers no mo.ss." I did not 
know than as now that moss is for 
ruins, and that in change lies posai- 
bility. 

Though I am an advocate of un- 
remitting energy, I have always 
found that outings broadened 
point of view and made me meet 
men. 

I regard Frank Miinsey as one of 
the greatest living geniuses. He is 



a living example of tfie cHlcacy of 

force and nerve. Me ganilileil with 
his health and his nervous energy — 
ho saw plan after ^plan crumble, 
through eleven heart-breaking years. 
His severe toil by day, his Btill more 
exhausting drudgery l)y eandle-llght, 
when lie mailc a complete switch 
from reil-liot actualities to the worid 
of fancy and by sheer force of will 
produced sariril stories for hu- maga- 
zines at the rate of sit thousand 
words a wc"k, stand a livin ; exirii- 
ple of tile eii..i-mcias possiliilit h s that 
lie in determiiiatUm ami energy, .iif- 
ter a (jUarter of a century he owns 
several dailies and many monthlies. 
Mr. M'ansey once said : 'No man can 
appeal to me, can comnuinl my con- 
. fidence in a manager'al position nn- 
i less he shows well tlioiight-out reas- 
ons for every act, every move, evgry 
stati nient. It Is a good principle to 
follow.' 

"With a few notable exceptions, 
I editors do not make magazines 'fl- 
I naucially successful. It is far more 
j dillicnlt to secure a capable i.flvertis- 
j Ing manager, and he will deninnd and 
; probably receive, twice the editor's 
salary. Even college papers realize 
thi' immense i)o8sibilitles of advertis- 
ing. Yet I do not believe they real- 
ize that truly scientific advertising 
must base itself on psycholo-y. If 
business failures are analyzed it can 
he coneliiKively jiroved that the ad- 
vertiser who buys small space pays 
dearest. 

"To the man who turns the pages 
of his magazine In slippered case, 
there seldom come." n re.ilization ot 
the labor involved in its ineparation. 
He appreciates that authors have 
written, artists have plied brush and 
pencil, and editors have racked 
their brains to provide novelties 
which instruct or beguile his evening 
hour, bnt of the enormous mass of 
detail which lies beyond, be knows 
nothing. Who, for example, imagines 
that the weather enters into the ma- 
gazine publisher's calculations ? Vet 
it is a factor. Or the cover desiga— 
who considers with what effort it 
may have been evolved." 

"Magazine editorial desks are gen- 
erally filled from the newspaper 
world— and no bettor preparation 
could be had. The majority of news- 
paper men are anxious to get out of 
It. In the case of a magazine there 
is no comparison hetwecn the remu- 
neration for or tliii-plonsiirc In the 
work hero and on a newspaper. We 
are sUuated hero like u large family. 
Most of the men in New York edito- 
rial positions are college men. My 



well for them to romombor tiint wj 
do not tench by preaching but rath::- 
trust to the intelllgencn of onr i-eail 
ers, to cull (he moral, if th'ie l.i- 
one, from the story and profit by it. 
I'o.lej;). writers are necessarily limit- 
ed to the college- a narrow world, 
even if they are not aware of It— and 
they are accordingly prone to write 
on trite themes, but always 1 most 
heartily avow with almost faultless 
technical skill. t)ne thing a man 
must not do that I once did, try to 
write like some famous writer. If a. 
man is sincero hé. does not pick this 
or that style as a printer choose? 
this or that font of type. Good or 
bad, his style must he as much a 
part of him as his character."

I There are few national institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
[country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege ot Canada.

an important part of the College 
course. Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Vviiilst the College is organized on 
a strictly military bnais the cadets 
receive a practical and sctentitic 
training in subjects essential to a 
sound modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mntherantics, Civil 
Engineering, Surveying, Physics, 
Chemiiitry, French and English. 
I The strict discipline maintained at 
j the College is one of the most valu- 
able features of the course, and, in 
addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor ex- 
ercise of all kinds, ensures health 
and excellent physicj.l condition. ' 

Commissions' in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per- 
manent force are otK-r, d annually. 

The diploma of graduation is con- 
sidered by the authorities 'conducting 
the examinations tor Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the regula- 
tions ot the Law • Society ot Ontario, 
jit obtains the same exemptions as a 
j B. A. degree. 

I The length of the course is three 
years, in three terms of 9^ montlis 
each. 

The total cost of the course, in-
